WASHINGTON, Dec. 20. — Re- 
vision of the Neutrality Act at the 
next Congress to give further aid 
to Great Britain was implied by 
President Roosevelt at his press 
conference today when he was 
asked to clarify his announcement 
Tuesday that the new lend-lease 


A policy would require Congressional 
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action. 
At his Tuesday conference, the 


President said the new plan would 
not require changes in the Neutral- 
ity or the Johnson Acts. The last 
named prevents private loans to 
nations in default on their war 
debts. | 

The President said today the pro- 
posal would not require repeal of 
the Johnson Act but he omitted 
neutrality 
laws. Other Congressional actions 
would include appropriations to 
purchase the munitions and ships 
to be leased or turned over to 
Britain under a mortgage. 


Danish Ship Proposal. 


Roosevelt disclosed that he had 
called for a thorough study of do- 
mestic and international law re- 
garding the possible purchase of 
Danish ships now interned in this 
country. It has been reported, 
without official verification, that 
the British want to buy 37 such 
Danish ships held here since the 
German invasion of Denmark. The 
President warned reporters. that 
they should look up the law before 
writing that such ships would be 
bought by this country and trans- 
ferred to Britain. 

The Danes want to sell the ships 
to the United States, the President 
said. The legal question seems to 
be whether they could be resold or 
leased to the British. The Presi- 
dent pointed out that if they flew 
the American flag they could not,

Germany, Italy and Japan Establish Mixed 
Commissions to Function in 
Three. Capitals. 


BERLIN, Dec. 20 (AP). — Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan put teeth 
into their pact of military collabo- 
ration against any new enemy in 
the European or Asiatic wars by 
establishing tonight mutual mili- 
tary, economic and general cdm- 
missions which will function in 
Berlin, Rome and Tokyo. 

Announcement of the naming of 
the commissions was made by 
DNB, official German news agency. 
The announcement said: 

“The three-Power pact ‘among 
Japan, Italy and Germany provid- 
ed for the founding of mixed tech- 
nical commissions to have the tasks 
of bringing the pact into operation. 
The three governments have 
agreed to found in the three cap- 
itals a general as well as military 
and economic commissions. After 
mutual preparations have been 


made these commissions will take 
up their duties. 


Japan to Lend Military Mission to 
Maly and Reich. 

TOKYO, Dec. 20 (AP).—The War 
Office announced today that a Jap- 
anese military mission would de- 
part soon for Germany and Italy 
on invitations from Berlin and 
Rome to study the war tactics of 
the Axis Powers at first hand. 

Simultaneously the Cabinet In- 
formation Bureau announced that 
agreement had been reached on es- 
tablishment of technical commis- 
sions under the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo 
pact. Observers assumed that the 
military mission was designated in 
connection with this agreement. 

Domei, Japanese news agency, 
reported that the Government had 
decided to reappoint Lieut. Gen. 
Hiroshi Oshima as its Ambassador 
to Germany, to replace Saburo Ku- 
rusu. 


BRITAIN ‘COVETS 
ENEMYS SHIPS IN 
U. 9., GROSS SAYS 


These and American Vessels 
Only Chance for Effect- 
ive Replenishment, Minis- 


ter Asserts. 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (AP).—Ronald 
Cross, British Minister of Ship- 
ping, today cast what he called a 
“covetous eye” on “a certain num- 
ber of enemy ships in the United 
States” and declared that assign- 
ment of these and United States 
ships to the British service “are 


the only ways I can see for replen- 
ishments of any consequence.” 
Cross declared Britain’s “real 


struggle” with Germany would come 


in 1941. The statements were made 
in an interview with American cor- 
respondents. 
He pictured the submarine men- 
ace as still the greatest threat to 
British lifelines and said it could 
be overcome only by increasing 
numbers of destroyers and by new 
shipping which Britain now is turn- 
ing out at its virtual maximum Qf 
production. 
More Help From U. 8S. Urged. 
“One naturally hopes that’ the 
United States will be able to see 
her way to help us in the coming 
year,” Cross said. “I am extremely 
grateful for-what we have got al- 
ready. A large amount has already 
been supplied and we have to thank 
the good will of the administration.” 
Observing that supplies of old 
American ships were nearly ex- 
hausted and that it would be a 
year before new shipbuilding in 
America could reach _ substantial 
levels, Cross told the reporters: 
“Perhaps the United States can 
spare us something from her ex- 
isting ordinary services. Also there 
are a certain number of enemy 
ships in the United States. I natu- 
rally cast a covetous eye on those 
vessels.”

Earthquake in East Rocks Buildings, 
Frightens Many, Does Little Damage 


BOSTON, Dec. 20 (AP).—An 
earthquake centering in New Eng- 
land and ielt from Southern New 


Jersey to Montreal, Canada, shook 
heavy buildings, caused slight dam- 
age and frightened thousands of 
persons early today. 

Prof. L. Don Leet of the Harvard 
University Observa-ory at Harvard, 
Mass., said the shocks appeared to 
be strongest just south of Lake 
Ossippee, N. H., and that they last- 
ed 30 seconds. He timed the 
temblor at 2:27:29 a. m. 

The earthquake, like many others, 
was attributed py Dr. Leet to the 
slow rising of the earth’s crust in 
this region which was depressed 
by enormous ice masses during the 
ice age. . 

Residents in cities as far west 
as Rochester, and Syracuse, N. Y., 
awoke in alarm as their homes 


ed. 
Some New Englanders ran to the 
streets in night clothing. Many re- 
ported that they thought there had 
been an explosion. Whole communi- 
ties were roused in some instances. 
Telephone lines in “ey offi- 


ces were clogged with calls from 
frightened persons. 

Many reported they were thrown 
from their beds. A baby was shaken 
from a crib. 

New England bore the brunt of 
the earthquake with lighter tremors 
being felt in New Jersey, Philadel- 
phia and in the Long Island and 
valley sections of New York. The 
shock in Montreal was enough to 
awaken sleepers and shake small 
ornaments from shelves but no 
damage was reported there.

Lawyer Says Government 
Has Agreed to Accept 
Sum as Full Adjustment 
of Evaded - Levies. 


OTHER COUNTS ARE 
TO BE DISMISSED 


Annenberg Associate Al- 
ready Has Pleaded Guilty 
of One Charge, to Be 
Sentenced Jan.. 6. 


William Molasky, one of the three 
overlords of the racing news dis- 
tributing business in St. Louis, has 
agreed to pay the Federal Govern- 
ment $180,000 in full settlement for 
evaded income taxes for 1933-1936, 
and the Government has agreed to 
accept the settlement, Molasky’s at- 
torney told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day. 

Molasky pleaded guilty last Nov. 
30 to one count of an indictment 
charging him with evasion of $57,- 
800 in taxes in 1936. Three other 
counts in the indictment, which 


brought the total tax evasion 
charged to $124,034 for the four 
years, were passed by the Govern- 
ment. Penalties and interest bring 
the total liability to $180,000. 
Sentencing of Molasky, who was 
the St. Louis agent for the Annen- 
berg racing news interests, will 
take place on Jan. 6 in the court of 
District Judge Charles B. Davis, 
who had deferred sentencing to en- 
able Molasky to effect a settlement 
of his civil liability. 


No Agreement on Sentence. 
David Baron, Molasky’s attorney, 
Said the Government had not 


agreed: to recommend any ¢ertain 


sentence. Molasky’s partners, Paul 
(Beverly) Brown and Clarence L. 
(Gully) Owen, were fined for in- 
come tax evasion after making full 
or partial settlements of the civil 
liabilities. 

Baron said Molasky had not yet 
made payment of the seetlement, 
but that he would do so before 
Jan. 6. At that time, he added, 
the Government had agreed to dis- 
miss the other three counts in the 
indictment against Molasky, and 
also a count against him in an in- 
dictment in which he is charged 
jointly with Brown, Owen and their 
company, the Pioneer News Serv- 
ice, with evasion of $27,457 in in- 
come taxes for 1933-36. 

Molasky is at liberty on an ap- 
peal bond from a sentence of a 
year and a day in prison imposed 
last September in Chicago after he 
was convicted with four employes 
of the Consensus Publishing Co., of 
which he was president, of con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government 
of $77,883 in taxes. 


Associate of Annenberg.

English Preparing for Final 
Assault After Completely 
Surrounding Town, Cairo 
Reports—R. A. F. Bombs 


Derna. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
British troops have completely sur- 
rounded the Libyan port of Bardia 
and are preparing for a final as- 
sault on the Italian-held town, it 
was reported hegre tonight. 

British forces were said already 
to have engaged the Italians at 
some points and to have thrust 
them back in heavy fighting. 

Italian troops were reported to 
be offering fierce resistance to the 
assaults of the numerically inferior 
but highly mobile attacking force 
which wass aid to have blocked 
their line of retreat toward Tobruk. 

British officials estimated about 
20,000 men were holding out in 
Bardia, protected by a concealed 
network of tank traps, land mines 
and machine-gun emplacements. 

They hinted it might take some 
time to overrun the positions, but 
expressed no doubt over the final 
victory, which the British high 
command was attempting to speed 


by hastening more men and equip- 
ment to the front. 


Attack on Tobruk Road. 


Military circles here said the stiff 
resistance encountered at Bardia 
was not likely to lessen the activity 
of British tanks and Bren gun car- 
riers which were reported mopping 
up the road leading westward to 
Tobruk, vital Italian naval base 80 
miles from the Egyptian frontier. 

Reports from Rome indicated 
that Marshal Rodolfo Graziani, 
commander of Italy’s North African 
armies, might select Tobruk as the 
site for a conclusive test of 
strength with Gen. Archibald P. 
Wavell’s Army of the Nile. 

There was no indication here that 
the British intended to avoid such 
a reckoning or to permit Graziani 
to reinforce his position at Tobruk. 

Supporting the forces attacking 
Bardia, the Royal Air Force 
bombed the Libyan coast westward 
to Derna, 175 miles from the Egyp- 
tian frontier. 


Raids on Derna and Bardia. 


Heavily raiding Derna_ simul- 
taneously with a similar assault of 
Bardia, the R. A. F. reported its 
planes Thursday night set off fires 
and explosions with direct hits on 
barracks, police headquarters, mo- 
tor transport parks and garages at 
the former Fascist base. 

“When our last aircraft left the 
scene, practically the whole of the 
camp was ablaze,” a commupique 
said. “Similar raids were carried 
out on enemy troops concentrations 
and motor transports to the north- 
west of Bardia, all our bombs fall- 
ing within the target area.” 

In fierce air fighting yesterday, 
the British said they shot down 
five Italian planes without the loss 
of a single British craft, and that 
two other Fascist fighters were be- 
lieved to have been damaged.

New Purge Forecast After

VICHY, France, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
While the Petain government con- 
tinued cabinet meetings expected to 
result in readjustment in the make- 


up of the cabinet, French officials 
indicated today that the German at- 
titude toward collaboration had 
cooled since departure of Pierre 
Laval from the government.

It is believed here that important 
decisions will be taken by the Pe- 
tain government this week end in 
an attempt to restore negotiations 
with Germany, now apparently at 
a standstill. It is considered un- 
likely, however, that Laval will re- 
turn to the government,

BERN, Switzerland, Dec. 20 (AP). 
—French Chief of State Petain was 
reported in diplomatic circles here 
today to be considering sacrificing 
part of his Vichy Cabinet in an 
effort to “soothe” German anger 
over his ouster of Pierre Laval as 
Vice-Premier and Foreign Minister. 

Forecasts of another “purge,” 
possibly this week end, came from 
Vichy after Fernand de Brinon, 
representative of the French Gov- 
ernment in German-occupied Paris 
and friend of Laval, was reported 
to have given to the Petain Govern- 
ment the German Government’s 
views on Laval’s removal. 

Envoy Returns With Offer. 

De Brinon returned to Paris, tak- 
ing with him, it was said here, the 
outlines of Petain’s appeasement 
offer suggesting the climination of 
some of Laval’s enemies from his 
Cabinet. 

Diplomatic .advices said it still 
was not clear whether those ex- 
pected to be removed from the Cab- 
inet would include the present 
“strong man,” Interior Minister 
Marcel Peyrouton. German offi- 
cials were said here not only to be 
anxious to get him out but also 
to give his job to Laval. 

Peyrouton, however, was believed 
to stand in an exceedingly strong 
position at Vichy, not only as a 
friend of Petain but as a man close 
to Gen. Maxime Weygand and Gen. 
Charles Huntziger, the Minister of 
War. 

Unlikely to Get Old Job Back. 

Informed persons here said they 
regarded it as certaip that Laval, 
despite apparent German approval 
of him as Vice-Premier, would 
never get that job back again as 
long as Petain held the position as 
Chief of State. 

At a Cabinet meeting at Vichy 
yesterday the Ministers were said 
to have received and discussed the 
report brought from Paris by De 
Brinon. — 

If Vichy’s new proposals still are 
unsatisfactory to the Germans, it 
was believed here, a shakeup of 
the Cabinet may be postponed, but

Greek troops continued their 
drive to dislodge the Italians from 
strategic positions which must be 
taken before they can occupy Tepe- 
leni and’ Klisura, northeast of Chi- 
mara. Although Italian resistance 
is strong, reports from the front 
said, Fascist forces are expected to 
withdraw any moment from hills 
behind the towns. These towns 
and Chimara are objectives in the 
drive on the port of Valona. 

(Reports reaching Struga, Yugo- 
slavia, on the Albanian border, said 
Tepeleni and Klisura, under with- 
ering fire from Greek artillery 
pulled into position on sledges over 
snow up to five feet deep, were 
being abandoned by the Italians.)

100 Tons of Explosives 
Fired at Harbor — Three

Reported Sunk by Naval 
Action at Bardia. 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (AP).—British 
sea forces consisting of battleships, 
a cruiser and destroyers, have 
swept the waters of the lower Ad- 
riatic and the battleships have 
fired nearly 100 tons of high ex- 
plosive shells into the Albanian port 
of Valona, the Admiralty an- 
nounced today. 

The raid, through the 50-mile- 
wide Strait of Otranto, at the heel 
of the Italian boot, was not chal- 


lenged by the Italian Navy. and 
no Italian shipping was found, the 
Admiralty said. Valona is a vital 
supply port for Italian forces in 
Southern Albania. 

(Valona also was bombed again 
by the Royal Air Force, a com- 
munique issued in Athens said. 
Military objectives in the much-bat- 
tered port were reported left in 
flames.) 

British commentators empha- 
sized the failure of the Italians to 
engage the warships as an indica- 
tion that British domination of the 
Mediterranean had been extended 
to the Adriatic, although the Brit- 
ish penetrated only the lower part, 
as far north as Durazzo on the 
Albanian side and Bari on the 
Italian.

LINER QUEEN MARY 
NOW A PRISON SHIP 


Seen Taking Italians to Aus- 
tralian Camps—the Queen 
Elizabeth at Capetown. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., Dec. 20 
(AP).—Britain’s two largest passen- 
ger ships—the Queen Elizabeth and 
the Queen Mary—are being kept 
busy in war service, according to 


Capt. Valdemar Nielsen of the 
liner President Garfield. 

On his roturn last night from 
a four-month world cruise, he said 
he saw the Queen’ Mary, with at 
least 6000 Italian prisoners from 
Egypt, crowding its decks, at Bom- 
bay Nov. 9 and the Queen Eliza- 
beth at Capetown, South Africa, 
Nov. 27. 

The Queen Mary, he said, was 
taking the pirsoners to Australian 
concentration camps and planned 
to return with 16,000 or more Aus- 
tralian soldiers to reinforce the 
British troops in Egypt. 

Capt. Nielsen’s report lifted the 
secrecy surrounding the where- 
abouts of the Queen Elizabeth, 
which sailed from New York Nov. 
12 on a war mission. 

Some of those aboard the Presi- 
dent Garfield said they also saw 
the French liner Ile de France at 
Bombay, lying at anchor under the 
guns of the harbor fortifications. 


ST, LOUIS FILES SUIT TO STOP 
NEW WIRE ASSESSMENT PLAN 


Kansas City, Clayton, Maplewood, 
Richmond Heights Join in 
Court Action. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 20.— 
The City of St. Louis and six other 
municipalities filed suit yesterday 
in Cole County Circuit Court to en- 
join the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion from adopting a proposed new 
method of allocating assessments 
of telephone and telegraph compa- 
nies to counties and cities in which 
they operate. It is contended the 
new plan would cause the cities to 
lose “many thousands of dollars” in 
taxes. Circuit Judge Sam C. Blair 
issued a temporary injunction and 
will set the case for hearing later. 

The new method proposed by the 
Board of Equalization, but not yet 
ordered into effect, would allocate 
to the counties, cities and other po- 
litical subsidivions the assess- 
ments of such wire companies on a 
unit basis of miles of pole line or 
conduit trench, instead of the pres- 
ent basis of mile-of-wire. 

Under the present method, the as- 
sessed valuation of such companies, 
once fixed by the State Board of 
Equalization, is distributed to the 
counties, cities and other political 
subdivisions in which the companies 
operate, on a mile-of-wire basis, in 
the ratio of the wire mileage in the 
political subdivision to the com- 
pany’s total wire mileage. 

Municipalities joining in the suit 
with St. Louis were Kansas City, 
Springfield, Clayton, Maplewood, 
University City and Richmond 
Heights.

TO U.S. BOY HEADING HOME 


5-Year-Old Axel Andersen Reaches 
Lisbon After Journey Across 
War-Swept Continent. 


LISBON, Portugal, Dec. 20 (AP). 
—Five-year-old Axel Gorm Ander- 
sen of New York, homeward 
bound from the wars, thinks of 
British and German airmen as 
“air cowboys.” 

Traveling on his own, with the 
aid of tags hung round his neck, 
one “addressing” him to his father, 
Axel Andersen of Woodside, New 
York City, the boy arrived by air 
today.

There was a little party—a shoot- 


ing party—at the Feigenbutz sa- 
loon at Seventh street and Lafa- 
yette avenue early today, but po- 
lice have been able to find out 
little about it, even though most 
of those apparently involved are 
old acquaintances of theirs, 


. Under arrest and saying nothing 
are Henry Feigenbutz, ex-convict. 
and his wife, Edith, who said she 
was the owner; his brother, Joe 
Feigenbutz, also an ex-convict; 
Mike Accardi, former bootlegger, 
and Mrs. Mary Lee Pratte, waitess 
in the saloon, who once sued Ac- 
cardi for $300,000, alleging he shot 
her in the hip. 


Police got a call at 1 a. m. that 
shots had been heard at the sa- 
loon, but by the time they got there 
the place was dark. The two front 
windows had been shot out and 
there were shotgun pellets on the 
floor. , 


Police also found several buttons 
from a man’s coat or vest on the 
floor and when they learned that 
Mrs. Pratte worked there they de- 
cided to visit Accardi. They found 
Accardi at his home, 4340 West 
Pine bouelvard, with his head 
bandaged, his hands bruised, and 
four buttons torn off his vest. The 
buttons found in the saloon, police 
said, matched those still left on 
Accardi’s vest. 

Accardi told police that he hadn’t 
been near the Feigenbutz saloon, 
but he refused to say where he had 
been mauled. In the course of his 
explanations he first told police he 
had come home in & taxi, then that 
he had been on a street car, and 
finally he revised his story to say 
he’d been on a bus. 

Mrs. Pratte said she wasn’t at 
the saloon last night, because it 
was her night off. She added that 
Accardi had called on her several 
times in the last months, but that 
she had refused to go out with him. 

Henry Feigenbutz told police he 
had closed the saloon at 12:30 a. m. 
and knew nothing about the shoot- 
ing. The place has only a 3.2 beer 
license issued in the name of Mrs. 
Edith Feigenbutz. As a result of 
arrests made last Sunday, she has 
been cited by the Excise Commis- 
sioner to show cause why the license 
should not be revoked on charges 
of selling hard liquor, having a dis- 
orderly place, and permitting im- 
moral characters to loiter there. 

Police found whisky and gin be- 
hind the bar today and booked 
Henry Feigenbutz on a charge of 
possession of liquor without a 
license. 

Joe Feigenbutz, who operates a 
coin phonograph agency in the. rear 
of the saloon, also said he knew 
nothing about the shooting. The 
Feigenbutz brothers were convict- 
ed in 1932 of conspiracy to violate 
the Volstead Act and were sen- 
tenced to Leavenworth penitentiary. 
In 1938, Joe was found guilty of 
setting up an unlicensed still and 
sentenced to three years in prison.

Supporters 
praised the measure as “forward- 
looking, constructive and fair,” but 
opponents condemned it with equal 
fervor as “unconstitutional, arbi- 
trary and Socialistic.” 

The next hearing, for persons 
interested in property in the Six- 
teenth,and Twenty-fourth wards, 
will be Jan. 9 at 2 o’clock in the 
Auditorium. 

Thomas W. White, an attorney, 
who lives at 5244 Westminster 
place and spoke for 31 residents of 
that block, said the proposed ordi- 
nance “plugs up all the bad holes 
in ordinances of the past.” 

Difference in Valuations. 

The block on which. he has lived 
for 20 years, which is restricted 
and zoned under city ordinances, 
has a total valuation of $370,000, 
whereas the corresponding block 
on Washington avenue, which is 
not similarly protected, has a total 
valuation of only $247,000, he point- 
ed out. 

“St. Louis has gone backward, 
but the county has grown to 300,- 
000 population,” he declared. “What 
does the city propose to do? The 
smoke ordinance promises to be a 
success. The proposed zoning or- 
dinance is thorough-going, con- 
structive and fair.” 

White said he had lived in St. 
Louis all his life and the new zon- 
ing bill was the most forward- 
looking he could remember. “The 
families on my block don’t want to 
be surrounded with undesirable 
property. This ordinance is _ in- 
tended to bring us up-to-date.” 

Lon Hocker Jr., an earnest young 
lawyer, declared: “If we are to 
continue to have a city to be proud 
of, we must have a comprehensive 
plan of zoning, one that, is well 
worked out. The voice of the pub- 
lic as a whole is not represented 
at these meetings. It seems evi- 
dent to me that those who attend 
have clients who can pay them or 
who have large financial interests 
in these wards. The welfare of 
residents of the city is more im- 
portant than that of owners of 
large industrial enterprises repre- 
sented here by the Real Estate 
Exchange.” 

Says Some Would Return. 

Some families who moved to the

Device Handles in a Minute the 
Number of Papers Needing 
Hours by Teachers. 


Grading papers, one of the drudg-

Flyer Whose Pl. Plane Went 


Had to Swerve to Avoid 
Standards. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board in- 
vestigation of the wrecking of an 
American Airlines plane at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field Dec. 11 was 
concluded at the Federal Building 
yesterday, after Capt. H. W. Su- 
sott of Chicago, the pilot, testified 
that he was surprised, when he 
sought to land, to find in his path 
the 60-foot light poles on the site 
of the new Curtiss-Wright aircraft 
factory. 

Adjourning the session, T, Grant 
Mason Jr., a CAB member, said the 
inquiry was being held to further 
safety, even though the accident, in 
which three persons suffered minor 
injuries, was not serious. The 
21-passenger-capacity plane was 
badly . damaged. Mason _  an- 
nounced that the CAB would 
report findings of the probable 
cause of the accident, and any rec- 
ommendations, as promptly as pos- 
sible. The report is not expected 
for several weeks. 

Technically, the hearing, in 
which 30 witnesses were heard and 
49 exhibits filed, was recessed, not 
ended. 

Pilot Tells of Flight. 

There was a low ceiling—400 feet 
or less—and one-mile visibility 
when he arrived from Chicago at 
2:31 p. m., Capt. Susott testified. 
Flying at 350 feet, he found his 
view of the airport blocked by 
clouds and made one more circuit 
of the field than he had intended, 
he related, and he used the radio 
beam as an aid to a landing. 

“IT had been told to land on run- 
way No. 1, about 1000 feet in from 
the end of it, because of loose dirt 
and equipment on the runway,” he 
continued. “I picked up the ap- 
proach lights on my left, slowed 
down my engines, looked forward 
and saw the poles, with red lights, 
in my line of flight. I had to make 
a fast decision. So I turned to the 
left to get away from the poles. I 
was surprised to find them there. 
I turned right again and was over 
the filled portion of the field. I 
snapped the throttle back and the 
ship was on the ground. I applied 
the brakes and was surprised at 
the small result. After crossing 
the taxi strip, I saw the _ ditch 
ahead. I threw off the master 
switch and we went into the ditch.” 
View Obscured by Rain. 

Capt. Susott also testified that 
the view through the plane’s front 
window was partly obscured by 
rain. No satisfactory plane wind- 
shield wiper has ever been devel- 
oped, R. H. Gill, American’s sta- 
tion manager in St. Louis, ex- 
plained to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

American has been co-operating 
with a manufacturer in _  experi- 
menting with vacuum and hy- 
draulic wiper designs which will 
have power enough to turn in 
spite of heavy wind pressure 
against the wiping blade, Gill said. 
One of the hydraulic wipers, he 
said, has now reached the _ test 
stage and is in use on a plane. 

There are no defendants in the 
investigation, but witnesses were 
subject to questioning. When Su- 
sott was questioned, he said he 
knew the poles were there, his sur- 
prise being to find them in his path. 
He had seen them on a previous 
flight, but in a bulletin he saw on 
the factory construction work there 
was nothing about erection of the 
poles, he declared. 

Deviation of Beam. 

Use of the west leg of the radio 
beam would, he thought, lead him 
to the end of the runway, but he 
found the beam deviated to the 
north, the pilot explained. His rea- 
son for using the beam, although 
making a contact (sight) landing, 
was that he feared he might have 
to circle the field again and wanted 
its aid. In the wreckage of the 
pilots’ compartment in the ditch, he 
said, his left leg and a leg of First 
Officer Earl Phillips of Chicago, the 
co-pilot, were caught, and he suf- 
fered a bloody nose and cut lip. 

Phillips, on the stand briefly, cor- 
roborated the testimony of Susott. 

Robert Aldrich of New York, su- 
pervisor of the airport division of 
American Airlines, testifying about 
a conference of air line representa- 
tives with Director of Public Wel- 
fare Joseph M. Darst, chairman of 
the Municipal Airport Commission, 
Oct. 11, on building new runways 
and relocating old ones, said the 
new Curtiss-Wright plant was one 
reason for considering changes. It 
was the general understanding then 
that the plant would be 
soon but there was no certainty 
as to when the runways would be 
changed to avoid the plant, he de- 
clared. The light poles were not 
mentioned at the conference, he

The published plan to have a 
three-man super-council composed 
of William S. Knudsen and Secre- 
taries Knox and Stimson, the Pres- 
ident said, was just a news story 
and was one of four or five pro- 
posals under discussion with the 
possible combinations thereof. 


The President characterized as 
nonsense many of the news stories 
reporting difficulties with the Brit- 
ish over new naval bases in the 
Atlantic. There had been delays, 
he ‘said, only on the negotiations 
for three of the eight bases, and 
definite decisions would soon be 


-imade on these. The three causing 


the delays, he disclosed, are at 
Trinidad, Bermuda and Mayaguana. 
He jokingly remarked that the site 
wanted in Bermuda might interfere 
with the sleep and happiness of 
fAmerican tourists. 


At Mayaguana, he continued, the 
difficulty had been the finding of 
a suitable place for anchoring naval 
vessels. He recounted that during 
his recent Caribbean cruise, his 
ship, after three unsuccessful at- 
tempts to anchor, had been forced 
to stand by all night. He pointed 
out, however, that Mayaguana had 
a lagoon that would make an excel- 
lent base for seaplanes. 

Talks With House Leaders. 


After his press conference, the 
President discussed the defense 
program with Speaker Rayburn, 
House Majority Leader McCor- 
mack and Representative Lyndon 
Johnson (Dem.),X Texas.

More Planes for Britain. 
By the Associated Press. 

Authoritative sources disclosed 
today that Britain is obtaining 
many times more fighting planes 
from American factories than the 
United States Army is getting. 

Britain received probably 10 
times as many tactical planes — 
bombers, pursuit ships and certain 
observation craft—as the army did 
during November, it was said. Ac- 
tual numbers were not disclosed 
on the ground that this was valu- 
able military information. 

Aside from the administration’s 
policy of all aid “short of war,” one 
of the reasons the British received 
such a preponderance of America’s 
warplane production was the army’s 
action in exchanging current. pro- 
duction for later model ships. 

Last spring, for instance, the 
army agreed to let the British 
buy some of the Curtiss P-40 pur- 
suit ships it had ordered. The 
army’s original order, greatly  re- 
duced, was filled by the last of 
October. Thus virtually all pro- 
duction of P-40’s is now going to 
the British. 

At the time it reduced its own 
order of this type plane, however, 
the army placed orders with the 
Curtiss-Wright company for great 
numbers of more modern ships em- 
bodying lessons learned in the Eu- 
ropean war. Deliveries of one type 
of these are scheduled to start in 
February, of another in April. 
Several other new fighter planes 
which the Army Air Corps has or- 
dered in large numbers—among 
them the cannon-carrying Bell Air- 
acobra and the two-motored Lock- 
heed pursuit interceptor—are just 
now coming into production. 

The policy of exchanging current 
deliveries of figh’:ng planes for 
later deliveries of improved models 
was based, authorities said, on the 
theory that Britain’s need was ur- 
gent and that the United States 
would have time to obtain the su- 
perior planes before there was like- 
lihood of having to use them. 

A. F. Hinrichs of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics estimated that the 
aircraft industry would have to in- 
crease its present working force 
of 203,600 employes to a total of 
455,500 by August to produce the 
planes already contracted for un- 
der the defense program. 

The production problem would 
be increased if Britain orders the 
12,000 additional planes believed 
contemplated in the $3,000,000,000 
contract negotiations on which the 
administration gave the “go ahead” 
yesterday. Present British orders 
are for about 14,000 planes.

Mrs. Jesse Livermore was subp>- 
naed for examination today in con- 
nection with a suit demanding re- 

‘ payment of $91,456 and alleging that 
her late husband, the former stock 
market plunger, had defrauded 
creditors by transferring large sums 
of money and quantities of jewelry 
to her. 

The suit, filed in State Supreme 
Court by three persons, charges 
that Livermore, who ended his life 
Nov. 28, had been insolvent since 
Jan. 1, 1938. 

Mrs, Livermore, third wife of the 
“Wolf of Wall Street,” was served 
with papers in the guit on the eve 
of a planned departure to her fam- 

' fly home in Omaha. 

The suit charges that she was 
a partner of her husband in his 
stock market operations. 

The plaintiffs, all of New York, 
are: Mrs. Irene Kelly, who seeks 
$45,000; Mrs. Charlotte M. Powell, 
$34,144, and Edwin H. Tompkins, 
$12,312. 

Mrs. Kelly alleges she turned 
Over $25,000 to Livermore for in- 
vestment, with the understanding 
that he was to get one-third of 
the profits. Last May 14, she says, 
he notified her the $25,000 had 
grown to $36,140, and she withdrew 
$1000, leaving the rest for further 
investment. A month before his 
death, Livermore informed her that 
her funds had grown to $45,000, she 
said. 

She wrote him a letter, stating she 
desired to withdraw $25,000, but 
said she received, instead of the 
money, a letter in which he de- es Oi a, B 
scribed her as “one of the finest : Vie;

Great Britain’s capacity to pay or 
upon the willingness or ability of 
American manufacturers to reach 
profitable bargains with the British 
Government. For-if it is now an 
American interest to supply Great 
Britain, then there must be a na- 
tional and not a private plan to 
supply Great Britain.

Gen. Wood may be too much of 
an optimist when he rests his whole 
case on the assurance that “there 
is absolutely no danger of an in- 
vasion of the United States even if 
Germany is completely victorious.” 
But if he is right in thinking that 
a victorious Hitler cannot attack 
us, then there is no risk whatever 
in the President’s policy. If the 


that we cannot be attacked if we 
do not help Britain, then clearly 
we cannot be attacked if we do help 
Britain. And if Gen. Wood is only 
partially right, then a policy which 
may insure the victory of Great 
Britain and will certainly and at 
the very least insure the military 
exhaustion of Germany is a way 
of making Gen. Wood’s assurances 
doubly sure.

In the Kennett plant, operated 


“ by the Cottonseed Delinting Corpo- 


ration of St. Louis, the lint is re- 
moved by a sulphuric acid bath 
and the seed is dusted with a 
mercury compound to protect it 
from soil-borne*diseases. The fin- 
ished seeds, instead of being fuzzy, 
look like smooth, brown coffee 
berries. 

: Advantages Claimed. 

The advantages claimed for the 
processed seeds are these: 

Fuzzy seeds cling together, and 
therefore must be planted in a 
continuous row. When the plants 
come up, laborers must go along 
the rows with sharpened hoes 
“chopping” out smaller plants and 
leaving only strong plants at inter- 
vals of 18 to 26 inches._ The pro- 
cessed seeds can be ‘“nilt“dropped” 
like corn, at regular intervals, 
eliminating the necessity for chop- 
ping except to remove weeds in 
a wet season. : 

Plant diseases carried in the lint 
or on the surface of the seed are 
eliminated by the acid, and the 
mercury dust coating protects the 
plant -from soil-borne diseases. 

Removal of the lint causes the 
seeds to germinate more rapidly. 
Cotton can be planted later and 
harvested earlier. 

Seeds can be graded by a flota- 
tion process in which inferior seeds 
come to the top and are removed 
before planting. 

The yield per acre is increased by 
10 to 40 per cent. 

The processed seed retails at 8 
to 10 cents a pound, as compared 
with 3 to 6 cents for a good grade 
of fuzzy seeds. The cost per acre 
to plant the processed seeds is the 
same or less, however, since only 
about 40 per cent as many seeds are 
required. 

The process being used at the 
Kennett plant was developed by 
Dr. J. G. Brown, head of the depart- 
ment of plant pathology at the 
University of Arizona. The Cot- 
tonseed Delinting Corporation has 
a license for exclusive use of the 


ing seeds with a mercury com- 
pound is a common practice. Only 
with the machinery developed by 
Dr. Brown, however, can both steps 
be performed mechanically and 
economically, in a continuous proc- 
ess requiring about 20 minutes, 
Page said. 

“The Kennett plant began oper- 
ation last March,” Page said, “and 
about 600 farmers in Southeast 
Missouri used the seed last year. 
We will have the plant on a 24 
hour-a-day basis before the planting 
season this spring, a new plant in 
Pine Bluff, Ark., will begin operat- 
ing about Jan. 15, and eventually 
there probably will be about 15 
plants scattered throughout the 
South. 

“If these seeds are widely used, 
they may have an important effect 
upon the labor problem. At pres- 
ent cotton planters need a number 
of laborers for the chopping in the 
spring and the picking in the fall, 
and these laborers are largely idle 
during the rest of the year. 
“Processed seeds will eliminate 
the necessity for chopping, and if 
the mechanical cottén picker is 
commercially successful, as many 
experts believe it is, the labor re- 
quired for picking will also be re- 
duced, 

“There would undoubtedly be a 
temporary problem created by: the 
displacement of the seasonal labor, 
but the ultimate effect should be a 
beneficial stabilization of cotton 
labor.” }

CITED 


Court Calls College 
Members Who Refused to 
Testify at One-Man Inquiry. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (AP).—Five 
members of the Brooklyn College 
faculty who refused to testify at 
private one-man hearings of the 
legislative committee investigating 
city schools must show cause, in 
court, by next Thursday, why they 
should not be adjudged in con- 
tempt. 

The Teachers’ Union is testing the 
legality of the one-man hearings 
through a suit asking for a declara- 
tory judgment. 

Charles J. Hendley, Teachers’ 
Union president, said. yesterday 
after issuance of the show cause 
order that the union members had 
not refused to testify, and that they 
were ready to co-operate with the 
full committee. 

Those ordered to show cause 
are Dr. Howard Selsam, assistant 
philosophy professor; Maurice 
Ogur, chemistry tutor; Dr. Harry 
Slochower, assistant professor of 
German; Murray Young, instructor 
in English, and Dr. Frederick 
Ewen, assistant professor of Eng- 
lish. 

At open hearings Dec. 2, Dr. Ber- 
nard David Nino Grebanier, as- 
sistant professor of English, identi- 
fied these men as members of the 
Communist unit at Brooklyn Col- 
lege, but all denied that they were 
Communists. 


PLAYGROUND PLAN BLOCKED 
BY REFUSAL OF W P A GRANT 


Land Under Lease and Money Can 
Be Provided Only When City 
Owns Acreage. 

The plan of the city to develop 
463 acres bounded by Macklin, 
Lilly, Daggett and Shaw avenues as 
a playground has been blocked by 
the refusal of the WPA to allocate 
$43,611 for improvements for the 
reason the area is only under 
lease by St. Louis instead of being 

owned outright. 

R. M. Bristol, WPA expeditor, 
said today the refusal of a grant 
apparently ends prospects for a 
park at that location unless an ar- 
rangement for purchase is made. 
In that connection, negotiations are 
under way to have administrators 
of the estate of the late Jacob 
Stocke Sr. buy the land to fulfill 
a provision in his will that as 
much as $40,000 be set aside to ac- 
quire a site for a Jacob Stocke 
Memoagial Playground. 

Conferences between city offi- 
cials and representatives of the es- 
tate have been held during the past 
several years in an attempt to 
agree on a site. The lease for the 
Southwest St. Louis tract was au- 
thorized in an ordinance passed 
last June by the Board of Alder- 
men. It was for 12 years and in- 
cluded a provision for purchase 
during that time at a minimum 
price of $18,000.

William Waye Jr. Expect- 
ed to Tell About Utility’s 
Expenditure in St, 
Charles Elections. 


William Waye Jr., an attorney, 
took the stand today in Circuit 
Court at St. Charles, as a State’s 
witness in trial of a suit to forfeit 
the corporate charter of Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri for alleged 
folations of the State Corrupt 
Practices Act. He was expected to 
testify about conritbutions the util- 
ity company made in municipal 
campaigns when he was acting as 
its St. Charles counsel. 

Testimony that Union Electric 
gent about $1000 in cash to St. 
Charles to reimburse Waye for ex- 


penditures in the 1937 city election 
there was introduced earlier, 


E. H. Lewis, suburban manager 
for Union Electric and vice-presi- 
dent of the St. Louis County Gas 
Co., gave this testimony in a depo- 
sition read into the record by Pros- 
ecuting Attorney David A. Dyer of 
St. Charles County, who filed the 
suit, charging that the company 
had used money in behalf of fa- 
vored municipal candidates. The 
trial is before Circuit Judge Edgar 
B. Woolfolk. 


Lewis, formerly a vice-president 
of Union Electric Co., testified also 
that in 1938 he gave $300 in cash 
to Fred J, Martin, a company em- 
ploye, for use at St. Charles. He 
procured the $300 and the $1000 
that was sent to Waye from Frank 
J. Boehm, then executive vice-pres- 
ident of Union Electric, he testi- 
fied. He said Waye did not render 
an itemized statement of expendi- 
tures, but sent in a memorandum 
giving the total of about $1000. 
Lewis said it was Boehm’s sugges- 
tion that the money be delivered 
to Waye in currency. 

In the deposition, the substance 
of which was reported in the 
Post-Dispatch at the time it Was 
taken, Lewis told of his part in the 
employment of Leslie B. Harrison 
as a secret propagandist for the 
company in the guise of a reporter 
for the St. Charles Daily Cosmos- 
Monitor. He said he caused Harri- 
son to be sent to St. Charles to see 
Waye and the editor of the Cosmos- 
Monitor about the job. In 1937 and 
1938 Harrison ostensibly was a 
member of the newspaper’s staff, 
but received his pay, at first $20 
and later $30 a week, from Waye, 
who was reimbursed by Union Elec? 
tric. Through the paper’s columns 
Harrison conducted a_ vigorous 
fight against public ownership pro- 
posals. 

Lewis testified it was the custom 
of Waye, who received a regular 
retainer of $100 a month from 
Union Electric, to send in lump- 
sum statements of his expenditures 
for political activities. He said he 
usually saw these statements and 
in some cases approved them.

P. S. Conciliator Says He Will Hold 
Another Conference If Seasonal

DETROIT, Dec. 20 (AP).—Fed- 
eral Concoliator James F. Dewey 
recommended to CIO union officials 
today that they accept a Ford 
spokesman’s explanation that re- 
cent layoffs of workers in the Lin- 
coln division of the Ford company 
Were seasonal. 

Dewey conferred several hours 
with Harry Bennett, personnel di- 
rector, and other Ford officials.

1931 Was Last in City: 


A nine-year period without a 
bank holdup in St. Louis was 
marked by the parole yesterday of 
Clarence Davidson, a Negro, who 


had served nine years and seven 
months of a 20-year sentence for 
the $6300 robbery of Easton-Taylor 
Trust Co. on Feb, 19, 1931. 
Davidson, a 19-year-old cabaret 
entertainer at the time of the hold- 
up, was one of 18 convicts paroled 
by Gov. Lloyd C. Stark. He evaded 
capture the day after the robbery 
by leaping from a hotel win- 
dow. Brought back from Clarks- 
dale, Miss, he escaped from 
old City Hospital No. 2, where he 
was under treatment for supposed 
injuries, but was recaptured in 
Chicago. 

The Easton-Taylor bank robbery 
and the $6000 Sarah-Olive Bank 
holdup in October of the same year 
=sded a long series that rose to a 
disturbing peak in the post-war 
decade, along with prohibition, easy 


money and gang warfare. 


It became a matter of course to 
expect that, whenever a “big” 
gangster got in trouble with the 
law, his mob would “knock over” a 
bank to meet the financial demands 
of the occasion. In one period of 
the early ‘20s, police authorities

Federal agents were reported to 
be checking the names against na- 
val and military lists to ascertain 
whether the men listed are now 
active in the armed forces or have 
completed service. 

William 8S. Devereaux, in charge 
of the FBI office here answered 
“no comment” to inquiries about 
his findings. 

The records were seized in a 
search for assets of the bund and 
an affiliated organization, the Teu- 
tonia Publishing Co., which occupy 
joint offices. Municipal Judge Os- 
car 8S. Caplan ordered the search 
in connection with a county suit 
against the organizations for non- 
payment of $380 in personal prop- 
erty taxes. 

The State’s Attorney’s investiga- 
tor, who declined to be quoted by 
name, reported that the “military 
membership” book was written in 
German and listed “bund members 
in the service” together with their 
home-town addresses and their 
rank in the various branches of 
the armed forces. 

Four rolls of foreign scenic mo- 
tion pictures, a telephone book, a 
book containing the names of mid- 
western bund members and a hun- 
dred applications for membership 
also were reported to have been 
seized.

British Labor

Lease-Lend Plan 


Ernest Bevin Says It 
Will Help Win War 
and Foil Future 
Speculators. 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (AP). 
INISTER OF LABOR 
ERNEST BEVIN declared to- 
day that “President Roose- 

velt’s great idea of paying for 
goods by goods will not only help 
to win the war but take us out of 
the hands of speculators at the 
end of the war.” 

This reference to the President’s 
plan to lend arms to Britain was 
made in a luncheon address to the 
Foreign Press Association. Bevin 
added: 

“It is an indication that the 
President accepts the view that 
the greatest contribution to inter- 
national stabilization at the end of 
the war is labor and effort and not 
speculation and manipulation: of 
currency.” 

Bevin said the British navy is 
doing work which five navies did 
in the World War and that “every- 
one has now to be on one side or 
the other” in the conflict. 

“At this moment, Britain and its 
allies are in the front line fighting 
this battle,” he said. 

“But we are only the front line. 
Everyone in the world is involved 
on one side or the other. There 
can be no neutrality between right 
and wrong. 

“Great Britain is fighting for a 
principle which, when established 
finally, will govern the conduct of 
humanity for generations to come. 

“The commonwealth idea on a 
basis of equality must be the basic 
principle of future security and 
prosperity in the world.”

LIFE AS BOMBS DROP’ 


Some Foods Are on British Ration List, 
But There Is a Plentiful Supply of Meat, 
Bread, Fish, Vegetables and Cake Not 
Under Restricted Sale.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (AP). 
UPPOSE we take a market 
§ basket and go looking for food 
in my own little suburban shop- 
ping district of London today. 

We take a doubledeck bus al- 
most at my door and pay three 
ha-pence (3 cents) for a ride that 
in pre-war days cost a penny. We 
pass the public gardens, tennis 
courts, cricket pitch, bowling green 
and golf club of the neighborhood 
and note people seriously at the 
work of “keeping fit.” We pass 
many brick houses with pleasant 
gardens. 

Some of the houses are not as 

tidy as they once were, due to 
broken glass, but there are no heaps 
of wreckage. 
" We alight at the English equiva- 
lent of the American Five and Ten 
store, a Thruppence and Sixpence” 
store. This crowded store has food 
counters full of canned soups, 
fruits, galantines, fish such as sar- 
dines and kipper snacks, malted 
milk, packaged cheese, jellies, self- 
rising flour, dried fruits and the 
like. There are plenty of tea 
cakes and candy. No ration cards 
here and no starvation for the 
fellow who has a sixpence. 

But we are after more sturdy 
stuff and go out again to the meat 
markets. It is early, and we find 
in the windows, below the roast- 
ing and stewing cuts of strictly 
rationed beef, mutton and _ veal 
hanging on silver hooks, trays of 
unrationed “edible offals.” 
Supplies Go Fast. 

There are hearts, kidneys, liver, 
ripe and the like, and sausages 
which are half meat and half 
bread crumbs, the meat content 
of sausages being prescribed by 
law. One has to snap these things 
up quickly, because the day’s sup- 
ply does not last many hours. But 
you can shop for offals where you 
please, whereas you must go for 
bacon, butter, sugar, cooking fats 


allowance of bacon we shall pick 
up at our own store along with 
the week’s butter and sugar por- 
tion. It ig not big, but will serve 
amply. 

Next comes the bakery. There 
is no sign of want here. There 
are piles of bread, white, rye, whole 
wheat, raisin, malt (which is dark, 
sweet and excellent with tea) and 
even twisted seed loaves. There 
are innumerable rolls and buns. 
What is most alluring is the dis- 
play of tea cookies, cakes and 
scones. 


You would think war had had 
no real effect upon these things 
if you were making a quick tour, 
but we who live in London in peace 
as well as war can point out dif- 
ferences. 


Bakery confections which took 
many eggs have diminished in num- 
ber. Sugar icings have disappeared 
from both cakes and buns. There 
is no longer the heaping whipped 
cream decorations. Cream fillings 
have given place to the corn starch 
kind. And where is the chocolate 
of yesterday? Coffee has taken its 
place as a flavoring. 


Rich, Sweet Enough. 


One does not think long and wist- 
fully about these missing things in 
the presence of the current display. 
It is too appetizing and one knows 
from experience it is rich enough 
and sweet enough for any purpose. 


We choose a loaf of milk bread, 
a jelly roll, a squarish coffee loaf 
and a much decorated gateau. We 
spend the equivalent of half a dol- 
lar and are on our way to the 
vegetable and fruit market. It is 
just around the corner. 


Here are white stalks of celery 
bundles of fat leeks, heaps of water- 
cress, the first winter crop of rad- 
ishes. Here are baskets of mush- 


rooms and bins of potatoes, Cab-} 


bages and cauliflower and big piles 
of brussels sprouts are prominent, 
and one can get fat “Swedes,” 
which belong to the turnip family 
but are much bigger. We serve 
them in half-inch slices, boiled and

FRONT, Dec. 20 (AP). 
A SHIVERING Italian sentry of

Rarely again 
will a Ligh. Brigade charge against 
artillery as at Balaklava, or an Im- 
perial Guard storm squares of in- 
fantry at another Waterioo.

The divi- 
sion’s personnel has been raised 
from’ 9000 to 10,100 officers and 
men, but the umber of horses 
ha: dropped from 8000 to 6000.

In the second place, there are

Fight on Burial Societies.

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the United States army and the door is being opened 
to ready use of talent, merit and progressive ideas. 

The break with the muscle-bound practices of the 
past, which put a premium on age and looked 
askance at original thinking and change, however 
meritorious, has been a long time coming.. Judging 
by some of his very unorthodox promotions, it is here 
with administration of the army by Gen. Marshall. 

As Chief of Staff, one of Gen. Marshall’s first re- 
sponsibilities will be the establishment of an officer 
personnel adequate to the great task of training 
our vastly increased military forces. In doing this, 
his policy will be, he told the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, to seek out competent troop leaders and 
place them in responsible commands. “I take them 
where I find them,” he said. 

The promotion of Terry de la Mesa Allen to Brig- 
adier-General proves that Gen. Marshall is as good 
as his word. Nine years ago, he recommended Maj. 
Allen for promotion to a divisional command. Allen 
was a wearer of the Silver Star and bore a citation 
for exceptional gallantry at St. Mihiel. Whether it 
was because’Marshall added to his recommendation 
that Allen was “untidy and disorderly,” the advance- 
ment was not granted. Soon after he became Chief 
of Staff, Gen. Marshall caused Allen’s promotion 
from Lieutenant-Colonel to a General’s rank, an 
advancement which literally scandalized elderly of- 
ficers. . 

But Gen. Marshall was no more interested in the 
state of Allen’s uniform than Lincoln was in Grant’s 
non-military dress. Other promotions from Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel to Brigadier-General which Gen. Mar- 
shall has sponsored prove that he is definitely com- 
mitted to a policy of advancing what he regards as 
talented junior officers over senior officers who 
hold their posts largely because of their years and 
the seniority system. 

In his notable survey of the American army in the 
current Harper’s, Frank C. Hanighen, well-known 
writer on military matters, says that the average age 
of 20 outstanding Generals during the Civil War 
was 41, and quotes Gen. J. F. C. Fuller of the 
British army as saying that the best age for a Gen- 
eral is between 35 and 45. In the same article, Mr. 
Hanighen says that both Gen. Pershing and Gen. 
Liggett told Gen. Hagood in France that “they were 
too old for active service.” 

It would be a mistake to have all young senior 
officers just as it is a mistake to have all old senior 
officers. What the army needs and has long needed 
is ranking officers with sufficiently open minds to 
be willing to listen to new ideas and to act on these 
ideas when merit is demonstrated. We have seen 
how mechanization of the army was resisted by 
many officers who were more interested in riding 
horses and the romance of the cavalry than they 
were in producing a defense arm consistent with 
modern methods of warfare. 

To the shame of the cavalry command of recent 
years, the modernization of this important branch 
of the service is owed largely to a civilian, Repre- 
sentative Ross A. Collins of Mississippi. While many 
army minds were fixed in the old grooves, this indus- 
trious Congressman battled, in the House and out, 
for an armored force, propelled by mechanical power. 

The same sorry story must be more or less repeat- 
ed in connection with the nation’s flying forces. 
Col. William Mitchell was court-martialed in 1925 
for his criticism of the army and navy high com- 
mand for their failure to recognize the importance 
of aircraft. Then he was suspended and virtually 
forced to resign, and he died outside the service. 
As we know today, the army’s short-sighted senior 
officers rebuked a military prophet for his vision. 

Junior officers have talked privately about this 
situation for years, but the disciplinary fate of the 
few who spoke out has operated as a check on talent 
and needed suggestion and criticism. If Gen. Mar- 
shall, as Chief of Staff, has broken with that hob- 
bling past, our national defense is strengthened 
in a way that no delivery of tanks and guns and 
battleships and planes could possibly strengthen it. 

Then our defense organization is at last to be 
strong where it has been notoriously weak. 
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FINLAND LOSES A LEADER AND GAINS ANOTHER. 

Brave Finland yesterday lost in death Kyosti Kal- 
lio, its rugged former President who defended the 
Northern Republic against the Russian invaders, 
and gained as his successor, through election, Risto 
Ryti, recently Premier, and warm friend of the 
United States. Finnish historians compare Kallio 
to Lincoln, and the comparison may be allowed. The 
mustached war President was a man of the Finnish 
people; he assumed a responsibility for them and 
he did his best against terrific odds. 

His successor, Ryti, is neither puppet for nor 
appeaser of Russia. Finland looks on him as one 
of its strong men, and his long governmental career, 
first as head of the Bank of Finland, then as Min- 
ister of Finance and finally as Premier and Acting 
President, justifies this appraisal. Washington knows 
the new executive as the man who is largely respon- 
sible for Finland’s regular war debt payments to the 
United States. The American people may salute him 
as President of one of the few remaining Republics.

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EXPULSION OF THE PRINCESS. 

The activities of Princess Stephanie Hohenlohe 
Waldenburg Schillingfurst in behalf of the Nazi 
Government are a matter of court record, It is, 
therefore, less surprising that she should now be 
ordered to leave this country than that she was ad- 
mitted in the first place, almost a yéar ago. It is 
also surprising that England, which has interned 
many similar characters, should have allowed her 
to leave, a privilege which roused a Labor member 
to protest in Parliament and to refer to her as a “no- 
torious member of Hitler’s spy organization.” 

What the Princess has been doing in this country 
is unknown to the public, but it is not difficult to 
draw conclusions from her association with Capt. 
Fritz Wiedemann, Hitler’s former adjutant and now, 
as Consul-General in San Francisco, a leader of pro- 
Nazi activities in this country. Wiedemann can 
claim official immunity, but the presence of the Prin- 
cess, who entered as a visitor, now has been found 
by Washington officials to be “inimical” to this 
country’s best interests. Why, on the face of her 
past record, was she allowed to remain for a year 
before this was discovered? 

The State Department has just let down the bars 
to 1000 refugees, men and women who have been 
persecuted abroad for their devotion to democratic 
institutions, and yet, though their support was guar- 
anteed, have had the greatest difficulty in getting 
into this country, either as visitors or as residents.

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A PHILOSOPHER QUESTIONS WILLIAM ALLEN WHITE. 

William Ernest Hocking, Harvard’s distinguished 
philosopher, is one of America’s most thoughtful citi- 
zens. This fact lends particular significance to an 
open letter which he has just sent to William Allen 
White, as chairman of the Committee to Defend 
America by Aiding the Allies. The letter reads as fol- 
lows: 


Dear Mr. White: 

Is it not possible that we need to think more 
than we have done about the primary causes 
and the ultimate objectives of the war in Europe 
before we become further involved in it? : 

Do you not feel uneasy about giving a blanket 
indorsement to the war aims of Great Britain 
before it is possible to know what in the con- 
crete they will be? And however Great Britain’s 
aims may be stated, do you not agree that the 
moral and mental weight of this nation requires 
that it have not alone a clear view, but an in- 
dependent view, of what things we desire to sup- 
port and what things we are willing to fight for? 

Is it not evident that neither European bel- 
ligerent can be willing to cease fighting so long 
as it fears that the other, whatever its profes- 
sions, is secretly bent on reducing it to economic 
dependency? And that in this situation, a well- 
considered policy of settlement firmly proposed 
by a non-intimidable, non-bribable, non-belliger- 
ent, non-hating United States might do some- 
thing to bring them together, and may well be 
the sole hope of preventing their mutual near- 
destruction?

What Democracy Means 


The Mirror

Though he may consider.democracy only an abstraction, Amer- 
ican benefits by it every day, writer says; by commonplace inci- 
dents, shows contrasts between freedom here and oppression under 
dictatorship; liberties of our citizens are based on the Constitution.

E often think of democracy as only a 

W roiiticai abstraction or a figure of 

speech. Actually, every American bene- 
fits by it 24 hours a day. Here are striking 
contrasts between living in a democracy 
and under a dictatorship: 

We read our newspaper and know our 
news comes to us uncensored by the Gov- 
ernment. Freedom of the press exists. (Ar- 
ticle I of the Bill of Rights.) We may read 
an outspoken attack on the President. Or 
we note that the defendant in a sensational 
trial is tried openly in court. (Article VI.) 

We turn on the radio. Again we know 
that what we hear has not been censored by 
our Government. (Article I.) 

We call up a friend on the telephone. He 
is free to express himself as he desires. He 
knows that no secret police, such as the 
German Gestapo or the Russian GPU, is 
listening. (Article I.) 

We get a letter uncensored—our right 
under the constitutional amendment on free- 
dom of expression. (Article I.)

The doorbell rings. We may be annoyed, 
but we are not terrified. We fear no Ges- 
tapo, GPU or other secret policeman. We 
know that no legal kidnaping exists in 
America. (Article IV.) 

{We go to work, and carry on our busi- 
ness. We buy and sell to whomever we 
want, restricted only by law arrived at 
through democratic processes. We may go 
to a meeting of ‘employer and employes. 
Men are free to create a union to bargain 
with their employer. 

During the day, we express ourselves free- 
ly about a proposed Government tax. (Ar- 
ticle L) We get appeals in the mail for 
funds for two political parties, and we send 
a contribution to the one of our choice, or 
throw them both in the wastebasket. 

On the way home from work, we may lis- 
ten to a soap-box orator praising a political 
party not in power. We may think the 
speech is rot, but we are glad we had the 
right to listen to it. (Article I.) 

In the evening, we hear a radio forum. 
Two sides of a highly controversial question 
are discusssed by men of opposite convic- 
tions. Before we go to bed, we send a wire 
to our Congressman urging him to do some- 
thing about a specific law. (Article I.) 

We go to sleep without fear that during 
the night secret police will invade our home 


and carry off a member of the family to a 
concentration camp. No policeman can en- 
ter our home without a warrant issued by 
a court through due process of law—a court 
order. (Article IV.)

In a totalitarian government, the day has 
a different character. 

When a German gets up in the morning, 
there may be a knock at the door. It may 
be the Gestapo waiting to arrest a member 
of his family, who may never be heard from 


again. 
The telephone rings. Who knows what 


threat there may be in th® voice at the: 


other end of the wire, or who may be lis- 
tening for something to use against him? 

A man reads his newspaper, a Govern- 
ment-controlled publication. It is censored, 
offers no real news, no real contact with 
the world—plenty of propaganda for war. 

He turns on the radio—again Government 
regimentation. And no listening to foreign 
short wave, under threat of death. 

He gets a letter. It has, of course, been 
censored by the Government. The man who 
wrote didn’t dare to say what he wanted 
to, anyway. 

He walks to the office. Every time some- 
body looks at him, he wonders if it can be 
the Gestapo. waiting to pick him up. 

Finally, he gets to his desk, furtive, wor- 
ried, and knows that he is being watched 
even here by his associates. 


He pays his taxes, heavy ones, but has. 


no voice whatever in his Government. 

He goes out to lunch to his favorite res- 
taurant, but it is closed. The proprietor has 
vanished—no one knows where or why. 

On the way home from work, he is met 
by a party solicitor and contributes more 
than he can afford, because he has to. He 
would like to read some foreign newspapers 
or literature, but that is verboten. 

And so he picks up one of the propaganda 
sheets, reads what he knows to be lies.

These two ways of life are opposite. They 
show fundamental differences in the two 
systems of living—one giving every man op- 
portunity for free expression, the other 
making him the slave of the state and of 
the despot who rules.

O one would accuse either Charles A, 

Beard or George H. E. Smith of being

Which evoked the retort 
that it was “precisely the depart- 
ment” that had secured the admis- 
sion of a number of Germans “re- 
leased from Canadian concentra- 
tion camps.” 

The difficulty in such a dispute 
as this lies in the fact that, how- 
ever mandatory the law seems in 
practice—as everyone who has seen 
the system in operation abroad 
knows—the consul really has a fair 
amount of leeway in judging just 
who should be admitted as an im- 
migrant or a visitor to this country. 
A diplomatic officer who likes 
Spanish Fascists can, if he chooses, 
allow them to go back and forth 
to South America and Cuba unhin- 
dered; or he can admit former roy- 
alty and titled ladies from Russia 
or Central Europe without much 
check; or he can treat all members 
of Socialist parties as “dangerous 
Reds” and “agents of Moscow” and 
“troublemakers” and refuse them.

1,500,000 IN U.S 
HELPING WAR RELIEF 


Canvassing, Sewing, Knitting 
and Other Activities Carried 
on by 295 Groups. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
About 1,500,000 persdns and 295 or- 
ganizations in the United States, 
said the Herald Tribune today, are 
engaged in work to extend relief to 
war-harassed peoples. 

This has become virtually a new 
American industry, said the paper: 
canvassing, sewing, knitting, mak- 
ing bandages, sorting medicines, 
te aa blood plasma, packing, 
etc, 

Among other things, the newspa- 
per said a survey showed: 

All but a few hundred workers 
are volunteers; millions of dollars 
of clothing, food, first-aid equip- 
ment and other materials have 
been sent abroad, the bulk going 
to British civilians. 

About 50 organizations are rais- 
ing funds solely for Britain: ‘six 
for German relief. 

The American Red Cross and the 
American Friends Service Commit- 
tee, are endeavoring to lessen suf- 
fering in Belgium, Holland, France 
and other countries. 

No Materials to Axis Powers. 

However, no relief materials as 
such are going to Germany or 
Italy. 

In line with its policy to send 
relief to any country requesting it, 
the Red Cross offered relief to Ger- 
many at the outset of the war. 
Germany rejected it, and since then 
the Red Cross has assured donors 
that Germany is receiving no bene- 
fits, direct or indirect, from Red 
Cross relief shipments. 

In various parts of the country, 
there are, however, about six small 
organizations collecting cash for 
German war relief work. 

A New York organization, the 
American Committee for the Ger- 
man Relief Fund, Inc. operates 
with only an office staff. A spokes- 
man said its collections to date 
amounted to about $50,000, used to 
aid German war prisoners in Can- 
ada and the West Indies. 

525 Tons of Clothing. 

The Salvation Army has sent 525 
tons of clothing, blankets and simi- 
lar materials to England. 

Bundles for Britain, Inc., has 
sent $1,000,000 worth of goods. The 
British War Relief Society, Inc., 
and the Allied Relief Fund, now 
embodied in it, have collected $3,- 
900,000 since December, 1939. 

The American Red Cross has col- 
lected more than $21,590,000 for its 
special war relief fund; has pre- 
pared and sent to England 2255 
liters of blood plasma for transfu- 
sions for war wounded, and has 
prepared and shipped tons of gar- 
ments and first-aid equipment. 

The English Speaking Union now 
is collecting at the rate of $17,000 
worth of war relief goods monthly.

MACHINE TOOL BOTTLENECK | 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER © 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20. 

S everyone knows, a shortage 

of machine tools is the primary 

bottleneck in the defense pro- 
gram. The problem is so acute 
that last week Defense Commis- 
sioner William S. Knudsen sent a 
circular letter to the nation’s ma- 
chine tool manufacturers, pleading 
with them to redouble efforts to 
expedite deliveries and expand pro- 
duction. 

Unfortunately, few competent au- 
thorities hope the machine tool bot- 
tleneck can be eliminated simply 
by patriotic enthusiasm. The real 
difficulty arises not from lack of 
enthusiasm, but from lack of fore- 
sighted planning. Until that kind 
of planning is attempted—and it 
probably cannot be attempted until 
the present defense setup is: reor- 
ganized—improvements in machine 
tool output seem likely to be super- 
ficial. 

The story of the machine tool 
battleneck is fairly simple. The 
defense program called for a vast 
expansion of industrial production. 
The basic problem was not placing 
orders for finished goods, but ob- 
taining facilities tc make the fin- 
ished goods. Of these facilities, 
machine tools were both the most 
important and the most difficult 
to prepare speedily in large quan- 
tity. Yet when the defense pro- 
gram was initiated last spring, 
neither the Defense Commission 


nor the army and navy procure- 
ment divisions aquarely tackled 
the machine tool aspect of their 
basic problem. 

Such, at least, is the opinion of 
men who know the story from ex- 
perience. These men say there 
was a three-fold failure. 

First, although the machine tool 
ind.stry’s capacity was investigat- 
ed, no comprehensive plan was pre- 
pared to increase machine tool out- 
put as rapidly as possible in all 
plants. 

Second, no adequate steps were 
taken to insure the most efficient 
use of such machine tool capacity 
as there was. Instead of allocating 
machine tool orders to get the first 
tools for the most needed weapons, 
practically every item in the de- 
fense program was given an Al 
machine tool priority rating. 

And third, no serious effort was 
made to mobilize all usable existing 
machine tools for defense purposes. 
A census of machine tool resources 
had been attempted by the army 
some time previously, but when it 
was found to be highly inaccurate 
no new census was attempted. 
Problem Slighted. 

N truth, the problem of obtaining 
J racitities for making finished 

goods was slighted, in favor of 
the problem of placing orders for 
the finished goods, Contracts were 
let to hundreds of manufacturers 
for hundreds of articles. ranging 
from army packs to long-range 
bombers. The manufacturers rushed 
to the machine tool makers, clam- 
oring for the tools they required 
to carry out their contracts. The 
machine tool makers cheerfully 
booked orders until they could book 
no more. 


Jers had been bitten once before, in 


Unhappily, the machine tool mak- 


the first World War, when their 
business almost was ruined by ab- 
normal expansion. They did not 
imitate the English machine tool 
makers, who refused to increase 
their output in any way until after 
the Munich crisis. But some tried 
to handle the rush of business by 
running three shifts instead of 
building new plants. Many more 
agreed to build ne wplants, but did 
so cautiously, trying to avoid any 
capital investments the new busi- 
néss would not amortize. Thus, the 
total expansion of capacity in the 
machine tool industry now is esti- 
mated at not much above 50 per 
cent, and the most optimistic do 
not promise that capacity will dou- 
ble until spring. 


Clearly, the result would have 
been much better if expansion of 
the machine tool industry had been 
directly planned and directly fi- 
nanced by an appropriate agency— 
say, a machine tool board of a prop- 
erly authorized Defense Commis- 
sion. Also, the need for expansion 
would have been infinitely less 
acute if an appropriate agency had 
attempted to fit all existing ma- 
chine tool resources into the de- 
fense program. 


Tools in Midwest. 


OT long ago we told a story 

of a small Midwestern manu- 

facturer whose plant contained 
150 excellent machine tools yet who 
could not obtain aircraft subcon- 
tracts. It was stated that compe- 
tent authorities in the Defense Com- 
mission believed there were enough 
similar smal] plents to avoid the 
machine tool bottleneck almost com- 
pletely. This belief recently has 
been confirmed by a remarkable 
Survey of the machine tool _ re- 
sources of the Kansas City area, 
made by enterprising local business- 
men. Although this part of the 
country is not nearly as industrial- 
ized as many sections in the East, 
a remarkable and completely un- 
suspected wealth of machine tools, 
all useful for defense production, 
was discovered in the survey. 


Some progress is being made, to 
be sure, in dealing with the machine 
tool problem. An attempt is in 
progress to convert the motor in- 
dustry’s machine tools for manufac- 
ture of aircraft parts, and civilian 
industries are at least not being 
permitted to add their orders for 
new tools to the defense orders now 
in the machine tool makers’ hands. 
Yet here again, as elsewhere in the 
defense program, co-ordination and 
planning are the fundamental 
needs. 

Lord Beaverbrook doubled Brit- 
ish aircraft output in three months, 
chiefly because he ordered the air 
manufacturers to subcontract all 
existing, unused tool capacity, such 
as that mentioned above. His feat 
can be repeated here. Meanwhile, 
expansion of the machine tool-mak- 
ers’ plants also can be planned, as 
they themselves say it needs to be. 
Unfortunately, these things cannot 
be done if authority and responsi-

we showed up. They had not seen 
any other newspaper men. As we 
drove a station wagon out of the 
mountain path leading to the 
village a soldier told us the valley 
road was under fire. 

When we reached the valley floor, 
the driver went 60 miles an hour 
and we raced down the shell-pitted 
road until we Were stopped at a 
Greek outpost. 


A young officer guided us to the 
front line, 200 yards beyond the 
post. He insisted we proceed In- 
dian file, 20 yards apart, across 100 
yards of open field to reach the vil- 
lage itself. 


We. crossed all right, and the 
precaution seemed silly until the 
officer turned and said the entire 
field was within easy rifle shot of 
the Italians on the mountain. 


“It must have been too cold for 
them to shoot you,” he added non- 
chalantly. 


We dodged down the streets of 
the village, from wrecked house to 
wrecked house, until we reached 
the quarters of the commanding 
officer. 

We got a cordial welcome and 
eager requests for news from other 
fronts. 


Despite the shelling, the officers 
explained, they sleep during the 
day because the real activity be- 
gins at night. Then, Greek and 
Italian patrols clash in the frosty 
darkness. 


The commanding officer pointed 
to a young subaltern, just out of 
the Greek equivalent of West Point. 

“He and his patrol crept up with- 
in 50 yards of the Italian lines the 
other night and set up a defense 
“The 
slightest noise would have meant 
instant death.” 

We stayed in the shelter at the 
front until after dark, drinking 
Greek mountain tea with the offi- 
cers and exchanging bits of news 
with the soldiers. A steady rain 
from the trench mortars and light 
cannon bespoke the Italians’ prox- 
imity. 

When dark came, the command- 
ing officer put on a tin hat and 
started a tour of trench inspection. 
Other officers equipped themselves 
similarly for patrol duty. They 
joked and laughed about it. 


Outside, the skies were alight 
with flashes of artillery fire, in the 
mountains to the south and the 
north. 

We went back in the same man- 
ner by which we arrived. When 
we got to the top of the mountain 
pass a big wolf walked across the

Cornbread and Ham Sandwiches. 

One and one-half cups all-pur- 
pose flour, three-fourths cup yel- 
low cornmeal, one teaspoon salt, 
three teaspoons baking powder, one 
egg, beaten, one cup milk, one- 
fourth cup butter, melted, one and 
one-half cups ground cooked ham, 
two cups medium white sauce, one 
No. 1 tin green peas. 

Sift flour, measure, and resift 
with cornmeal, baking powder, 
and salt. Combine beaten egg, 
milk and melted butter, and pour 
into dry ingredients stirring until 
they are just dampened. Spread 
half of the batter over the bottom 
of a greased baking pan (7xllx 
1%), cover with ground ham and 
spread the remaining batter over 
the ham. Bake in a hot oven (425 
degrees Fahrenheit) for about 25 
minutes or until the cornbread is 
a golden brown. Cut into 10 pieces 
and serve hot with a hot pea 
sauce. (Make the white sauce us- 
ing one cup evaporated milk and 
one cup liquid drained from the 
peas.) Serves five.

| ON Gry Without 
_ An Audience

_ CHILD'S first word is a cry. 

It is a cry of protest against 

@ world that feels cold and 
unfriendly to his tender skin and 
it is his only way of asking for 
help. No tears come with that cry. 
Later, as his knowledge of this 
world broadens and deepens, he 
learns that tears, added to his cries, 
bring help and comfort and in- 
dulgence beyond his hopes. This 
is the time that his tears must be 
proven ineffectual. Now or never, 
he must learn that tears will bring 
him nothing that a smile would 


. mot bring sooner and in better 


spirit. 

A whining, crying child is a nui- 
sance to himself and to other peo- 
ple. Soon he cannot see another 
person without beginning his moans 
and turning on the tears. “I want 
—Gimme—Don’t — Won’t—” “and 
tears and tears. . Every protest 
brings fresh tears. Somebody in 
desperation hands him something 
to appease him and win relief.

for the cause of his tears in his 
physical condition. Malnutriti

One sure cause for tears; fa e 
is another; broken routine, a con- 
sequent feeling of insecurity, an- 
other; lack of attention and affec- 
tion will bring on tears; so will 
bullying, illness and ordinary spoil- 
ing—that is giving him anything he 
asks for, regardless of fitness or 
time or place. Go over his body, 
scrutinize his daily routine, look 
critically at the family’s attitudes 
toward him and you may see the 
cause. If you do the remedy is 
plain. It lies in the cause.

IN ANY CASE, give a crying 
child nothing, just nothing. Teach 
him that when he cries he cries 
alone, in a room by himself. He 
cannot come where other people 
are until he has stopped crying, 
washed his face and become cheer- 
ful. That is the first requirement. 
Few children will cry without an 
audience. 

If the crying continues in the 
loneliness of privacy, examine the 
child carefully; take his tempera- 
ture; look at his tongue; feel his 
pulse. If any sign of ill health ap- 
pears, put him to bed, in quiet, and 
say as little as possible. The child 
who is not in the habit of crying 
and begins to cry without ceasing, 
is usually fatigued beyond the point 
of self-control and needs to go to 
bed, or he is entering“an illness 
and needs to go to bed. In either 
case the family physician should 
be called. These children will not 
cry in the same way the tyrannical 
ones cry. The difference is plain. 

The crying habit is usually ac- 
quired by children who are not of 
robust character. They are not 
strong, not given to hearty outdoor 
play. They like to stay close to 
their mothers, have no initiative 
and are pining for something to 
do. They are a problem to busy 
mothers and they must be disci- 
plined and trained to self-control, 
at least to the extent where they 
do not bother everybody within 
hearing. 

Give them regular hours; regu- 
lar meals; regular outdoor play. 
Give them nothing they cry for; 
make them cry in privacy if they 
insist on crying; act surely and 
promptly at the first tear drop.

All She Wants to Do Is Ac 


And Julie Haydon, After Hard Struggle, Is Making Most of Her Opportunity.

ITH the slight addition of a 
W little love interest, the story 

of Julie Haydon’s life would 
make a swell movie scenario. It's 
one of those struggle-for-success 
yarns that are stranger than fic- 
tion and if the story were made 
into a movie, you’d probably come 
away from the theater mumbling 
“Tain’t so.” 

Fragile, ash-blond and a darn 
brave gal, Julie Haydon made up 
her mind at the age of 14 that she 
was going to be an actress. There 
were plenty of detours along the 
acting road, such as the jobs she 
had to take as a Christmas card 
painter and clerk in a hardware 
store, but she had what it takes in 
the way of determination and that 
determination now is paying big 
dividends. After turning in that 
unforgettable performance two sea- 
sons ago in her first big role as

“It wasn’t so very long ago that 
I couldn’t even get an agent to 
represent. me,” Miss Haydon 
laughed in that deliciously soft 
voice of hers as we did a bit of 
gossiping over a spot of tea. “And 
it wasn’t so very long ago, either, 
that my entire earthly possessions 
consisted of two dresses and an old 
flivver in which I had driven from 
California to New York.” 


At the age of 14 when she was 
answering to her right name, Don- 
ella’ Donaldson in Oak Park, IIl., 
and trying to persuade her family 
that she had the makings of an 
actress, Julie remembers that she 
was a painfully plain high school 
girl. Her father pointed out the 
handicap that was her appearance, 
but a dotirig grandmother egged 
her on and when the family moved 
to California, Julie obtained per- 
mission to enroll in a Los Angeles 
dramatic school. All went well for 
a year until the family went broke 
and Julie had to go to work. 

“From the time I was 15 until 
I was 22, I had some strange jobs,” 
she laughed, “but I didn’t mind 
any of them because I always had 
my evenings free for Little Theater 
I sold greeting cards and 
cleaned palettes in an art shop, I 
painted Christmas cards and picked 
up a few pennies selling my 
sketches of movie stars to neigh- 
borhood kids. I designed dresses 
for a wholesale dress house and 
wa a stock girl in a department 
store and a clerk in a hardware 
store, but every evening found me 
at work in some Little Theater, 
still dreaming of the day when I 
would be discovered.”

INALLY, after seven years of 
F prosaic daytimes and theatri- 
cal evenings, Julie was hired by 
a stock company. She started play- 
ing maids by the names of Yvonne 
and Marie and after five months 
graduated to “leading lady” roles. 

“I was so desperately serious 
about the whole thing that it near- 
ly killed me when the company 
collapsed and I still hadn’t been 
offered a role on Broadway,” Julie 
explained. “And then there was 
the little matter of money, too. 
There were seven of us living on 
my salary, a brother, a sister, my 
father and mother, a cousin, a boy 
who had worked for dad and my- 
self. Naturally, we weren’t living 
well, but we were eating in spells.” 

It was during this period while 
she was looking around for a pay- 
ing job that Julie joined a very 
arty little group that did Chekov, 
Ibsen and Gorkey. She made no 
money, but she was adding to her 
experience. 

“One week we did the ‘Seagull’,” 
Julie laughed, “and I really tore 
the scenery. I simply acted all 
over the place and, believe it or 
not, I got my first good notices. 
For two years I had tried to get 
an agent interested in me and 
here before I knew it they were 
flocking around like flies at the 
city dump, and before I could fig- 
ure it all out I had a job in pic- 
tures.” 

Pictures were simply not up 
Miss Haydon’s alley. In the first

place, she looked like anything but 
a glamor girl, and in the second 
place the movie boys tried to type 
her as a sort of carbon-copy of 
Ann Harding. But she did acquire 
the new name, Julie Haydon, be- 
cause Donella Donaldson was con- 
sidered too theatrical, got to work 
in a few pictures, including a few 
Westerns, and, best of all, she got 
paid. But out of all Julie’s picture 
efforts, there was one role in a 
thing that was a terrific box-office 
turkey called “From Dawn Till 
Dawn” that attracte the serious 
attention of the critics and got 
her an offer from Charles McAr- 
thur and Ben Hecht to do the role 
of Cora Moore in “The Scoundrel.’”- 

“Hecht and McArthur made 
The Scoundrel on Long Island and 
that meant that I had to get to 
New York from California,” Julie 
explained. “As usual I was broke.

The picture finished, Julie got 
her first legitimate role—the femi- 
nine lead in Philip Barry’s “Bright 
Star.” The play lasted five nights, 
and Julie returned to Hollywood 
where she once more settled down 
to trying to fit herself into films. 

As Miss Haydon reviews her ca- 
reer now, she thinks that it start- 
ed in earnest only three years ago 
when she met George Jean Nathan, 
the New York drama critic, at a 
garden party in Hollywood. It was 
at Nathan’s request that she at- 
tended the party and it was there 
that he advised her to return to 
New ‘York and get a reading for 
the role of Brigid in “Shadow and 
Substance” which Eddie Dowling 
was to produce the next season 
with Sir Cedric Harwicke as star. 
Remembering her work in “The 
Scoundrel” and in the quickly 
dimmed “Bright Star,” Nathan ex- 
acted Julie’s solemn promise that 
she try for the part.

Tuberculosis 
Compared to 
Bible Parable

T seems to be difficult for the 
Javerase person to understand 

that everyone who “catches” tu- 
berculosis does not “get” tubercu- 
losis. Modern doctors think that 
about 95 per cent of all humaf be- 
ings take in some_ tuberculosis 
germs in the early years of ‘their 
lives, but in most cases the body 
crushes them. out, engulfs or over- 
comes them. 

It is like the story of the father 
who met a member of the faculty 
at a school dinner. “I think,” he 
said, “my son took algebra from 
you.” “Not exactly,” replied the 
professor, “he was exposed to it, 
but he didn’t take it.” 

William Osler, in one of the most 
brilliant passages of his textbook 
on the practice of medicine, com- 
pared the tuberculosis process to 
the New Testament parable of the 
sower, 

The sower, you remember, went 
forth to sow, and “some seeds fell 
by the wayside and the fowls of 
the air came and devoured them 
up.” “hese are the tuberculosis 
germs that enter the body, but are 
engulfed by the phagocytes of the 
blood. “Some fell upon stony 
places.” These are the germs that 
enter the kind of body which hes 
the kind of chemistry that is un- 
favorable to their growth: just as 
elms do not grow in the desert, 
nor cacti by the river valley. “Some 
fell among thorns and _ the 
thorns sprang up and choked 
them.” This represents the -cases 
of tuberculosis in which the germs 
get a lodgment and a little start, 
but the connective tissue and 
phagocytic cells of the body sur- 
round them and prevent them from 
spreading. “But others fell upon 
good ground and sprung up and 
brought forth fruit an hundred 
fold.” Those are the cases that 
develop active tuberculosis and 
which are costing our country mil- 
lions of dollars and for which the 
sale of Christmas seals is helping 


in fact a double 
change, has come over the opinion 
of the world of science in regard 
to the kind of people who become 
infected with tuberculosis. Fortv 
years ago, or thereabouts, we were 
taught that young people of 15 to 
25 were most liable to it. Then 
the idea arose that tuberculosis 
always began in childhood; that 
usually under the age of 5 years 
a child brought into contact with 
a person with tuberculosis will de- 
velop a form of tuberculosis that 
remains latent until about the age 
of 17 and then becomes manifest 
in the atlult form. According to 
this idea, adults do not catch it as 
a primary contagion. But studies 
on young doctors, nurses and at- 
tendants at tuberculosis sanitariums 
indicate that adults can catch it. 
And it is now believed that there is 
a very large population of those 
brought up on farms who never 
had tuberculosis, have never been 
exposed to it, and have no immun- 
ity to it. If they were to be ex- 
posed now in adult life, it is feared 
the disease would be very virulent. 
In the face of the draft, this is a 
serious situation and must be rig- 
orously guarded against.

“Pastor’’—A Poetic Metaphor 

“Pastor,”—it is a prosaic sound- 
ing word, one in whose syllables 
we would expect to savor the flavor
